Manufacturing' Company M clearly in- 
dicative of the actions of the com- 
pany which have 
been so generally 


criticised by its competitors such as 
price policy, special maintenance and 
causing discontinuance of competing 
lines." 


The assistant attorney general tes- 


tified after Attorney General Sargent 
had concluded presenting his views t° 
the committee. The latter said a test 
would be made as to whether the de- 
partment of justice could obtain from 
the federal trade commission certain 
information it had gathered about the 
practices of the Aluminum Company 
of America about which the present 
investigatin was centered.

D. C.—Peace in 
the 


transportation world, long the goal of 
those who guide the destinies of capi- 
tal and labor. Is at last in sight. 


Out of many months of conference 


Between railroad executives and labor 
leaders—men who have fought each 
other bitterly not merely before the 
United States Labor board but in the 
lobbies and committees of Congress 
as well as in political campaigns—has 
come a formula for the adjustment of 
industrial disputes. 


Back of the La. Toilette third party 


movement last year were the raJlway 
brotherhoods. 
They had resorted to 


political warfare because of a belief 
that railroad executives were engaged 
in a systematic effort to wipe out the 
labor standards achieved during- war 
time control of the railroads by the 
government. 
All during the Wilson 


administration, the railroad brother- 
hoods and affiliated organizations had 
found 
a, 
sympathetic 
at+itude 
in 


Washington. 


This was evidenced by the passage 


of the Adnmson eight-hour law and a 
policy of open friendship by the then 
director-general of railroads, William 
O. McAdoo. 


When the Transportation Act of 


1920 
really began In succeeding years 


under the Harding administration to 
operate, some of the railroad execu- 
tives thought 
an opportunity had 


come to break down what the railroad 
brotherhoods had gained. The strug- 
gle before the United States Labor 
Board revealed that both sides could 
not be expected to obey the edicts of 
that tribunal. The ill-fated shopmen's 
strike in 1922 found the country with- 
out adequate machinery to bring in- 
dustrial peace on the railroads. 
Some 


of the effects of that strike are still 
being felt tn defective equipment and 
inefficient service though the railroads 
counted as a real victory their ability 
to check the rising power of the un- 
ions. 


PEACE IS BETTER 


Now the heads of the union and the 


railroad 
executives 
have discovered 


that it is far better for them to agree 
on a machinery to maintain peace 
than to be subjected to what they 
consider th^ arbitrary acts of a gov 
ernmental body like the United States 
Labor board. It is also true that much 
of the value of the transportation act 
was lost, due to the failure to uso the 
loral adjustment boards in solving 
smaller disputes which were constant 
sources of irritation. 


With the railroad executives and la- 


bor leaders in agreement now on a 
practical plan for industrial 
peace, 


there is little doubt 
that Congress 


will enact the necessary legislation 
and that it wilt have the active sup- 
port and approval of President Coo- 
lldge. 


The chief characteristic of the new 


plan is that, while adjustment ooards 
are provided on both a regional and a 
national basis, these boards wi!l not 
interfere with 
"such machinery of 


contract and adjustment as they may 


mutually establish." 
This provides 


the greatest freedom of action espe- 
cially in the handling of minor dis- 
putes. 


MEDIATION 00ARD 


It ts evident, also, that some of the 


worthwhile features 
of the Howell- 


Barkley bill ha.ve been incorporated m 
the new plan. There is. for example, 
to be a board mediation to consist of 
five members to be appointed by the 
President of the United States with 
the duty to intervene at th<? request of 
either party or on its own motion in 
any unsettled labor dispute of what- 
soever kind. If unable to bring about 
a settlement the board is required to 
"make an effort to induce the parties 
to consent to arbitration." 
A method 


>f selecting arbitration boards is alsj 
provided. If, the board of mediation 
ails, it then notifies the President of 
he United States, who is authorised to 
create a special board to investigate 
and report within thirty days. This 
really means that as a last resort a 
>oard of review of new personnel is 
o be available, the principal function 
of which will be to state the farts in 
'such a way as to mold public opinion. 
For, after all. public opinion i«s to be 
he only force used m bringing peace. 
All efforts to compel peace by law. or 
by government tribunal clothed with 
he power of tho courts, has been 
abandoned. 


This is not a compromise, but a re- 


version-to the -\iovrpoint of both the 
abor leaders and the railroad execu- 
tives, who have 
contended 
for five 


vears that tho old Newland^ art with 
ts board of mediation 
was a mucn 


jetter instrumental!^ for maintaining 
peace than the present railioad board, 
which, of course, would be abolished if 
he new plan is adopted by Congress. 
as .seems assured.

Each home will be a treas- 
ure house of antiques, 
swords and 


horse pistols will gra.ce_ the mantel 
of stone fireplaces, Windsor 
chairs, 


pewter tableware will be found on the 
lower floors. In the bed rooms will 
be four poster beds 
covered 
with 


crazy-quilts, there will be bed-warm 
ers and candlestocks.

And old stone wool—carding mill 


Is to be moved bodily from Weare, 
N. H., and set up close to a gristmill 
already on the site. 


It is planned to have villagers op 


erate it as in early colonial times. 


With three mills and a tavern In 


the town and all the farms equippec 
for profitable agricultural pursuits, it 
Is estimated that ample opportunlt> 
will be at hand for the employment ol 
that proportion of the three hundred 
villagers who will be the bread win 
ners.

for manufactured articles was essential 
to national prosperity as a whole, and in- 
directly to their own prosperity. 
Now 


they are beginning to doubt the sound- 
ness of extreme protection. 
Two things 


have contributed to this. 
One i« that 


protection represents a government aid or 
subsidy 1" the manufacturing business in 
which Ihey do not participate. They can- 
not see why that form of industry shall bo 
assisted by the government without sim- 
ilar assistance to them. 
This has given 


rise lo proposals for government finam'- 
'ng of crop surpluses, price fixing and sim- 
ilar artificial expedients. 
They are also 


inclined lo the view that in some lines 
, manufacturing enjoys a larger tariff sub- 
sidy than it is. entitled to. 


/ 
The second factor in their change of 


viewpoint is that high protection has 
raised the prices of the things they pur- 
chase. and consequently their cost of liv- 
ing is beyond the point where they receive 
compensative benefits. 
They buy in high 


markets much of the lime and sell in low 
markets. 
Thus we find the farmers in 


many sections of the country challenging 
the legitimacy of the existing tariff. 


We believe this dissatisfaction with 


the tariff policy of the Republican party is 
goi:ig to increase. Many consumers, along 
with the farmers, suspect that present day 
duties arc lopheavy and that they repre- 
sent an unjust tax beyond the degree of 
protection that, industry fairly requires. 
AVe would not, say that they question the 
wisdom of the protective policy, -but that 
they believe it, has been overdone. There 
ha.s been much 1o conform this opinion in 
the shape of investigations, dividend re- 
porfs of some of the. great protected cor- 
porations and other facts of a similar na- 
ture. 
Furthermore, 
a topheavy tariff- 


constitutes a barrier to the development 
of 
larger 
trade relations with Europe, 


which are vitally essential to the fanner's 
prosperity and which must, within proper 
limitations he encouraged if Europe is to 
fully recover and discharge its interna- 
tional debts. 


Finally, il bids fair to involve us in 


Irade difficulties with Canada, our second 
greatest world customer. 
The president 


holds that, revision of the tariff at. this 
time would unduly disturb business. The 
same objections apply at any time the lar- 


iff is revised, so we should not take this 
idea too seriously. 
"We believe revision of 


the tariff downward could be undertaken 
to the general good of the country, that 
existing duties are excessive and thai tl:c 
interests'of agriculture, the consumer ami 
of business generally would be served by 
reducing them. 
The fact that this is a 


congressional election year may force con- 
sideration of the question upon the ad- 
ministration, despite its resistance. 


INJURING RADIO BUSINESS 


Every day the question of regulating 


radio broadcasting in the interest of the 
receiver and the meritorious broadcaster 
becomes more complicated and difficult, 
with the admission of new stations into 
an already over-crowded field. So many 
stations have been licensed that no station, 
however strong, is certain of broadcast- 
ing an hour's program without interfer- 
ence or hetrodyning by another station. 
This applies as well to the class B stations, 
which are supposed to be under stricter 
regulations than the class A station. 


Laying aside entirely such annoyances 


as static, local induction, code and regen- 
erative squealers, there remains the in- 
ability to obtain much of the time satis- 
factory reception when one is so fortu- 
nate as to be spared the other handicaps. 
Because of the crowding of wave channels 
unduly, and the permission o.£ stations 
whicji overlap each other to operate at th" 
same- time, reception this year is on the 
whole less satisfactory than it was last 
year. 


This can only have the effect of dis- 


couraging the progress of radio commer- 
cially. 
Salesmen will find it less easy to 


interest prospective buyers ia receiving 
sets if they are wise enough to experiment 
for a time in advance. 
Radio has had u 


marvelous development, both in respect'to 
the improvement of transmission and re- 
ception, and in respect to public interest. 
Millions of homes today have receiving 
sets where a few years back there were 
but a few thousand. 
It is to ifie interest 


of the manufacturer, and of the public, 
that the further development of radio 
should be of such a character as to sust.iin 
this public interest and make it worth 
Avhile. It cannot be done if broadcasting 
stations arc to be permitted to destroy re- 
ception of each other's programs. 


Until ways are found to eliminate rstaiie. 


and suppress the use of regenerative sets 
or educate the owner in their more intel- 
ligent use. and to <re1 rid of local electri- 
cal interference, the radio audience must 
put up with these annoyances, and ills wil- 
ling to put tip with them. It is not, bow- 
ever, willinc long to put up with the helro- 
dyning of programs in which it is inter- 
ested. 
If it is unable to hear satisfac- 


torily because of inability to tune out an 
overlapping station, it "will soon grow 
dis- 


couraged and the interest in radio will 
wane. 
> 


There is no good reason why class H 


stations cannot be so regulated that there 
will be a minimum of hetrodyning with- 
in prescribed wavr> areas. 
When broad- 


casting stations go to thp expense and en- 
tfrprisc of putting on ;rreat musical ar- 
tists grand opera, etc.. they .should be 
protected in this transmission. 
As it is 


now. 
a John McCormack program on a 


half dozen different stations may be hetro- 
dyned on every one by a jazz orchestra 
or a nasal baritone or jokester that, ought 
to be supressed as coTnmon nuisance^. 
Most of the high-class programs last for 
only an hour, and certainly they should 
have the privilege of the air for that 
length of time. 


The radio audience is powerless to g<it 


relief. 
Like any mass opinion, it is hard 


to concentrate and direct, and of course 
there are differences of opinion. Neverthe- 
less, something can be done and will have 
to be done to improve the conditions of 
radio reception if the radio is to main- 
tain its hold on the public. 
It is up to 


the radio manufacturers, whose interest 
In high class broadcasting and in the re- 
ception of any program, whether high 
clasf or low class, to the satisfaction of 
the receivers is paramount, to -solve the 
problem of air regulation sensibly and 
ethically. If the right pressure is brought 
to bear on congress, supported ostensibly 
by public approval, this regulation can be 
secured.
